Another resolution advocated the ap- 
portionment of the Smith-Lever law 
funds for agricultural extension work 
by farm acreage under tillage instead of 
rural population, as now provided by 
the Democratic act for the purpose of 
increasing the allotment to the south. 
The congress urged the adoption of the 
Susan B. Anthony equal suffrage amend- 
ment to the constitution in accordance 
with fundamental principles of human 
equality, real representative govern- 
mem, and economic justice.“ On this 
question the body took its stand with 
Hughes and against President Wilson.

PARALYSIS AFTER INFAN- 
TILE PARALYSIS. 

GOOD deal has been learned about 
infantile paralysis in recent years, 
though we are still far from know- 
ing how to prevent the spread of 
the disease. One fact learned is 

that the mortality of the disease is not 

high. In most epidemics nine-tenths of 
the patients escape with their lives.

The degree of paralysis is worse soon 
after its onset than at any later time. 
There is always some gain in muscular 
power after the onset of the disease.

What- 
ever improvement there was to be would 
come in the first two years. Efforts to 
improve the condition of paralyzed mus- 
cles would be ineffective unless they 
were begun within two yéars of the on- 
get of the disease. The teaching now is 
that there is no time limit beyond which 
improvement is impossible.

Diet—The diet for the first two weeks con- 
sists exclusively of fruits, well baked cereal 
foods, and milk. The best cereal foods are 
shredded wheat biscuits, corn flakes, puffed 
rice, puffed wheat, etc., used with eréam 
or milk. Whole wheat or rye bread, etc., 
also may be used. The moderate uss of nuts, 
well masticated, is of value. At the close 
of each meal use fresh subacid fruits, as 
peaches, pears, apples, pineapples, ete. Sweet 
milk, buttermilk, malted milk, or instant 
postum, etc., may be used in place of coffee, 
tea, or cocoa. 

While irritating and stimulating foods and 
drinks intensify the craving for narcotics, a 
grain-milk-fruit diet lessens it. In some 
special cases an entire milk diet for a few 
days may be beneficial; especially if there 
exists an irritable stomach bordering on 
ulceration, with an excess of hydrochloric 
acid. Where the digestion is slow and there 
is a deficiency or absence of free hydro- 
chioric acid, a diet composed entirely of 
fresh fruits for a day or two preceding the 
grain-fruit-milk diet may be of benefit. 

Eliminative baths, preferably the Turkish 
bath, will assist in rapidly getting rid of 
the stored up nicotine. As a rule it takes 
from three to six weeks to eliminate entirely 
the desire for tobacco. The time required 
depends upon how closely the directions are 
followed.
